Into this most, materialistic of places, like 
breath of purc air, has come the first wisps of a wondrous trat) 

Our inauguration was the biggest. sensation. known ai 
the S.W:D.O. for many years, for we were up against tet 
riffic odds, and even now, after a year’s workiug, T venture 
to say that hardly a day goes by without some psychic 
question being debated. j 

We can to-day report an increased membership, Tho 
Society’s notice board hangs in the corridor with those of 
other suvieties, such as the Sports Clubs and the P.O.

society have been here and there. and nearly always withi® 
the same result. I believe the masses are ready for our mes- $ 
sage now, bot oh! let it be given.in an intelligent manner Š 
‘and under conditions that will not only attract, but hold, Ñ 
the thinking man. - 

What of the seance room ? We have engaged various 
mediums for phenomena, ranging from trance to material- 
ization, bub are unable to arrive at definite conclusions.“ 
Mediums of the class of Florrie Cook. Williams, Hearne, : 
flusk, D. D. Home, ete.. are not in evidence to-day. Voice 
mediums are few and far between, and even then the 
extremely heavy fees charged make the phenomena almost ` 
prohibitive, except for the wealthy.
